Chicago, June 12.—Mrs. 
Percy V. 
Pcnnypaoker, president of the Gen- 
eral Federation of Women's Clubs, an- 
nounced today that the question of 
women's suffrage would receive the 
fullest consideration at ,the conven- 
tion now in session. 


Greeted With Applause. 


The announcement was made "with- 
out warning at the opening of today's 
session and was greeted with a storm 
of applause. 
"The chair wishes to answer some 
seventeen questions which have been 
received with regard to the subject of 
woman 
suffrage," 
announced Mrs. 
i'ennypaeker. "The purport of these 
questions is, "Are we going to smoth- 
er the suffrage question?" 


At this the house became very si- 
lent and the speaker paused dramat- 
ically. Then she resumed with an ex- 
plosive and prolonged "N-O." 
Then 


UIH. president amplified: 
"It is not our intention to smother 


this great question." 
"Mrs;. Pennypacker stated that the 


subject would probably come up this 
afternoon at the educational confer- 
ence and that the resolution whicn 
might be presented at that time may 
be presented to the resolution com- 
mittee, and that a report to the con- 
vention 
would be 
made Saturday 
morning. 
"Special privileges to none; equal 


rights to all," is the slogan of this 
convention," exclaimed the chairman 
amid further applause. "Now let's do 
something less exciting," said Mrs. 
Pennypacker. "We will have the re- 
port on civil service reform." 
This report was siven by Mrs. Imo- 
gene B. Oakley of Pennsylvania. 


Plan for Demonstration. 
Chicago, June 12.—A demonstration 
in i'avor of women's 
suffrage 
was 
planned today by its advocates in the 
general federation of„ women's clubs 
that was expected to force its endorse- 
ment by the biennial convention in 
session here. Although the resolution 
committee must pass upon any ques- 
tion before it can be acted upon by 
the convention, it was planned that a 
demand on the resolution committee 
to pass such a resolution can be. car- 
ried by such an impressive majority 
that complainants would not be re- 
fused. 
Civil service reform, education and 
legislation were the chief topics on 
the program for the day. 


Vocational Education. 
Professor Frank M. Levitt of the 
University of Chicago gave an address 
to tlie federation, declaring that vo- 
cational education was redeeming the 
public schools from the aristocratic 
trammels of culture. 
"The majority of mankind must la- 
bor " Professor Levitt said. "We can 
degnify labor' only by giving it a rec- 
ognized place in our system of public 
education." 
, . 
Vocational education, he explained, 
is not education for a vocation, but 
education that leads toward a voca- 
tion. 
Introduction o£ the vocational 
idea has doubled high school attend- 
ance in the past fifteen years, he said. 
"It is a strange thing," asserted 
Professor Levitt, "that the school sys- 
tem is organised as if a desire for a 
literary education were the common 
lot of "mankind. This is a fatal mis- 
take. We must be willing to sacrifice 
some of our glorious educational tra- 
dition in order to bring about some- 
thing infinitely broader and better, a 
universal education."

SET CHURCH AFIRE; 


PUNISHMENT URGED 


English Rector, Aided by Villagers, 


Succeed 
In Saving 
Ancient 


Structure From Flames.

London, June 12.-—Determined at- 
tempts were made oy militant suf- 
fragettes this morning to burn the 
ancient 
church 
of St. Margaret, at 
Gmpstead, fourteen miles southeast of 
London. Three distinct fires fed by 
lighters composed of squares of felt 
saturated with oil were 
set by the 
"arson squad." 


The rector, the Rev. William H 
Stone, and the villagers were soon on 
the scene, and were able to extinguish 
the flames before much, x damage h.VJ 
been done. 


Expressions of anger at the vandal- 
ism o£ the militant suffragettes were 
more vehement than ever today among 
the general public, which was roused 
to a state of intense excitement by 
yesterday's attempt to blow up the 
historical coronation stone and chair 
in Westminster Abbey. 


Demands for the drastic punishment 
of the women were heard on every 
side. The leniency of the government 
in releasing the women criminals after 
a few days' retention in jail, is gen- 
erally condemned. 
The hope was widely expressed to- 
day that Reginald McKenna's sugges- 
tion of the prosecution of subscribers 
to the fund of the militant suffragette 
organization would stop to a large ex- 
tent the flow of income to the coffers 
of the women engaged in the wide- 
spread activities undertaken by that 
society. 
It is known that much of 
the money handed over by the largest 
subscribers, if sent in with the ear 
mark "E education," 
Mrs. Emiline 
Pankhurst, the militant leader, being 
left to decide what that means. 
It is believed, however, that this 
clause in the gift will not prevent the 
law from reaching 
the 
subscribers 
who provide the funds used for the 
crime. 
Closer 
examination today of the 
coronation chair in Edward, the Con- 
fessor's chapel, show that the dam- 
age was sliglft and easily repaired. 


WISCONSIN VERSUS 


GEORGIA IN WEALTH 


Wisconsin Farmers Worth a Million 


and a Half—More Farm Products 


in State Than in Georgia. 


Madison, Wis., June 12.—The pros- 
perity of Wisconsin, contrasted with 
that of Georgia, is the basis of a long 
rticle in "The Home and 
Farm- 
lead" this month, which explains the 
reason "why Wisconsin farmers are 
worth a million and a half dollars 
today and are joyridlng over the face 
of the earth in automobiles." Georgia 
is a 
trifle larger than Wisconsin. 


"How 
then does it happen that Wis- 
consin farmers, in 
something like 
ninety years, have been 
able to ac- 
cumulate wealth amounting to near- 
ly one and one-half billion dollars," 
says the article," while Georgia farm- 
ers in one hundred eighty-two years 
:iave been able to accumulate wealth 
amounting to only five hundred and 
eighty million dollars? 
"Wisconsin has about two and one- 
:ialf times as many cattle as Georgia, 
but they are worth six times as much. 
She has three and one-halt times as 
many dairy cows, but they give six 
times as much milk. 
"Wisconsin 
raises 
ant! sells 
six 
times as many calves and cattle and 
ner annual dairy products are eight 
times more valuable than Georgia's. 
The home raised milk supply in Wis- 
consin amounted 
to 196 gallons a 
year per 
inhabitant; in Georgia it 
was only 29 gallons. The butter pro- 
duced, on the farms alone, amounted 
to 
32 gallons 
ner inhabitant; 
in 
"eorgia it was only 14 pounds a year. 
"Wisconsin produced eggs amouut- 


ing to 20 dozens a year per inhabi- 
tant! in Georgia the 
average 
was 
only 7.5 dozens. 
"The annual per capita production, 


of meat in Wisconsin was 268 pounds; 
in Georgia it was 88 pounds. Wiscon- 
sin had a surplus of two hundred sey- 
entv million pounds to sell; Georgia 
hart a deficit of one hundred sixty- 
seven million pounds to buy. Some 
$40,000,000 worth of it. 
"Wisconsin 
in 
the 
census 
year 
raised 
57,700 
colts; 
Georgia 
only 
7.500 colts. That is to say, we must 
buy some 27,000 work animals every 
year more than 
we raise. We send 
out of the state year by year some 
five million dollars for mules alone. 
Why? Well, mainly because 
farm 
tenant? do not raise colts, as a rule. 
And two-thirds of our farms are culti- 
vated by tenants. 
"In 
the census 
year 
Wisconsin 
farmers hsd only a few more 
hogs 
than Georgia—about 26,000 more; but 
they were worth two and one-half 
times as much as our hogs, and they 
sold and slaughtered during the year 
nearly 
twice as 
many pigs. Our 
scrub gilts commonly 
produce 
two 
'liters a year, often three—frequently 
from 30 to 40 all told. We 
can eas- 
ily produce nork in Georgia at 3 cents 
a'pound. We just don't do it on any 
large scale, for the simple reason that 
ours is mainly a system of tenency 
farming. 
"Once upon a time Wisconsin was 


daffy with the all-wheat mania, and 
in the seventies her farmers nearly 
went 
Into 
bankruptcy. 
Now 
her 
farm prosperity is bottomed upon di- 
versified farming, mainly by owners, 
and man for man 
ber farmers 
are 
.vorth four times as much as Georgia's 
farmers. 
"Wisconsin's system 
of diversified 


farming means 
farm 
activities de- 
voted to grains, hay and foraee, to- 
bacco, fruits, nuts 
and vegetables— 
potatoes, sugar beets, 
strawberries, 
cranberries and the like. 
"ft means abundant, well developed 
pastures, pertipreed 
workstock, 
big 
beef cattle, high bred dairy cows, reg- 
istered pigs. It means silos without 
umber and profitable dairy farming. 
"It means winter cover crops, soils 


rich with humus, 
and reliance iiP9n 
manures instead of artificial fertiliz- 
ers. H means that the farmers pro- 
duce home raised 
feed 
and 
food- 


stuffs in ample nuantlties, with sur- 
pluses for sale. It means a steady in- 
come of cash every week the whole 
yecr through. 
"Here—in nart—you have the rea- 
sons 
why Wisconsin 
farmers 
are 
worth a billion and a half dollars to- 
day and are Joyridin=r over the face OL 
the earth in automobiles."

TOLLS REPEAL BILL 


PASSES IN SENATE 


ENDING LONG FIGHT 


Ballot of 50 to 35 Endorses Attitude 


of President 
Wilson—Expect 


House to Pass Amendments.

Washington, June 12.—Without the. 


formality of a conference, the House 
today, by a vote of 216 to 71, accepted 
the senate's amendment to the repeal 
of the Panama toll exemption and sent 
the bill to President Wilson. 


Washington, June 12.—The repeal 
of 
the 
exemption clause favoring 
American coastwise shipping through 
the Panama canal passed the United 
States senate last night by a vote of 
50 to 35, scoring a victory for Presi- 
dent Wilson. 
Thirteen 
republicans 
favored the repeal while eleven* dem- 
ocrats voted against the administra- 
tion. The measure will now go to 
the house, which will pass on the 
amendments. 


Origin of Controversy. 


The question of making the Panama 
canal free to American vessels was 
brought to the front when the house, 
on May 23, 1912, incorporated in the 
act providing for the establishment of 
civil government in -the canal zone, 
a provision authorizing the president 
to charge tolls to vessels using the 
canal, with a proviso exempting Amer- 
ican coastwise 
vessels 
from 
such 
charges. 
President Tal't. in a mes- 
sage to congress, had urged the ex- 
emption. The bill had been reported 
to the house providing tolls for all 
vessels but the exemption provision 
was adopted as an amendment. This 
amendment was'in the bill as it went 
to the senate. 
Before the bill passed the senate, 
Great Britain, on July 11. 1912,1 filed 
a formal protest against the proposed 
exemption. The note transmitted ti. 
the state department contended: 
"The 
British 
government thinks 
that to allow 
American vessels 
to 
pass through the canal without the 
payment of tolls would be to violate 
the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, wlhether 
the tolls are not collected, or whether, 
if collected, they are refunded. 
As 
to coastwise trade, the British gov- 
ernment thinks it would be difficult 
to frame a provision which would not 
do injustice to their interests." 


Provision of Treaty. 
The Hay-Pauncefote treaty super- 
seded the Claytdn-Bulwar treaty un- 
der which Great 
Britain and 
the 
United States were, jointly, to build 
the canal. The Hay-Pauncefote agree- 
ment, after providing rules for the 
regulation of the canal, based on the 
rules aoverning Suez canal traffic, set 
forth: 
"The canal shall he free and open 
to the vessels 
of commerce and of 
war of all nations.. observing these 
rules on terms of entire equality, so 
that there shall be no discrimination 
against any such nation or its citizens 
or subjects in 
respect of the condi- 
tions or charges 
of traffic or other- 
wise. 
Such conditions or charges of 
traffic shall be just and equitable." 
The British note of protest started 
a lengthy diplomatic correspondence 
on the subject. Grefet Britain througn- 
out claimed th&t- ^ihe United States 
could not, underu'the terms 
of the 
treaty, make toll exemption of any 
vessels, whether its own, or of other 
nations. Secretary 
Knox. who con- 
ducted the correspondence 
for the 
United States, in 
several 
lengthy 
notes, contended that the exempt!311 
of American coastwise shipping was 
in no way a 
discrimination against 
other traffic using the canal. He as- 
serted that the exemption w.as in the 
nature of a subsidy,, paid, not'by im- 
posing the tolls for certain American 
vessels upon other 
ships passing 
through the canal, but by the Ameri- 
can taxpayers 
themselves in paying 
for the maintenance of the canal. 
"The avoidance of possible friction," 
said the^note, "has been one of the 
main objects of those methods of ar- 
bitration of which the United States 
has been for so long a foremost and 
consistent advocate." 


Wilson Urges Repeal. 
Throughout the first year of Pres- 
ident Wilson's 
administration there 
ivas a constant agitation for the re- 
peal of the 
exemption clause. 
The 
president 
let it be known that ne 
lavorecl the repeal, and on March 5, 
1914, 
he delivered an 
address 
to 
Congress in joint session, earnestly 
urging the repeal. The exemption, he 
said, 
was 
a 
"mistaken 
economic 
policy" and wan "in plain contraven- 
tion of the Treaty." 
"The large thing to do," said the 
president, "is the only thin? we can 
afford to do; a voluntary withdrawal 
from a position everywhere question- 
ed and misunderstood. We ought to 
reverse 
our 
action without raising 
the question" whether we- were right 
or wrong, and so once more deserve 
our reputation for generosity ond the 
redemption of-every obligation with- 
out quibble or hesitation. 
"I ask this of you in support of 
the foreign policy of the administra- 
tion. I shall not know how to deal 
with other 
matters of even greater 
delicacy and nearer consequence if 
you do not grant it to me in. ungrudg- 
ing measure." 
Democratic Opposition. 
Speaker 
Clark, 
Majority 
Leader 
Underwood, 
and other 
democratic 
leaders 
in the House opposed the 
president's demand for the repeal, 
but 
after 
a 
vigorous 
legislative 
struggle 
the House, 
on March 31 
passed 
the Sims repeal bill. 
The 
measure then went to the Senate. 
-In the Senate, the fight was pro- 
longed and brought the leading de- 
baters of that 
body to the 
front. 
Party lines were largely eliminated. 
Senator Root and Senator Lodge were 
prominent 
among the 
republicans 
who 
supported • President 
Wilson's 
position 
in debate 
and with their 
votes; the fight against the repeal 
was led from the democratic ranks, 
with Senators O'Gorman and Cham- 
berlain leading the opposition to the 
president.

Athens, June 12.—A warinng to Tur- 
key which fell little short of a formal 
declaration of hostility, was uttered 
today by Premier Venizalos of Greece, 
in the chamber of deputies. 
He was 
speaking on the treatment of Greeks 
in Turkey. 


The premier's attitude showed that 
tension between Greece and Turkey 
was near breaking point and that the 
danger of war was imminent. 
Venizalos, who obviously found diffi- 
culties In restraining 
his 
language 
when he spoke ol the way the Turks 
had treated his fellow 
countrymen, 
said: 
"I do not wish to allow to escape 
words which cannot be recalled, but 
I should fail ;in my duty If I did not 
inform the chamber of deputies that 
the situation has become grave—even 
very grave. 
If a stop is not put to 
these conditions, the Hellenic govern- 
ment will be forced not to content it- 
self with joining in the lamentation of 
unhappy refugees." 
Loud and prolonged cheers greeted 
the statement of the 
premier. 
He 
added that thousands of refugees had 
already reached their land from Tur- 
key, and that thousands were only 
waiting transportation facilities, "In 
order to escape from their prosecu- 
tors." Such a situation would not be 
borne much longer. 


Situation is Acute. 


Reports have been current for sev- 
eral weeks of unrest in the Balkans, 
and of the increased acuteness ol' the 
situation between Turkey and Greece. 
The general feeling has prevailed in 
Europe that Turkey was preparing 
for another conflict with Greece with 
the object of reconquering the terri- 
tory she has lost in the recent war. 
Expulsion of 
Greek subjects 
from 
Asia Minor as well as from European 
Turkey have been 
in progress 
for 
some time. 


Not Surprising. 


London, June 12.—The threatening 
of another Greco-Turkish war did not 
come as a surprise to diplomats here 
today. It was pointed out that even 
during recent months there have been 
lindling the strongest animosities be- 
tween the two peoples. 
Greece accused Turkey of the whole- 
sale expulsion with great cruelty of 
Greeks from the province of Thrace, 
while Turkey accused Greece of op- 
pressing former Turkish subjects in 
:he region of Salonika, 
which 
was 
:aken by the Greeks iu the recent Bal-> 
\an war. 
Messages from Athens today state 
that one class of the Greek naval re- 
serve has been called, ostensibly to 
participate in fleet maneuvers. 
Conferences 
between the Russian 
and Roumanian 
minister 
has been 
planned to take place at Bucharest, 
Joumania, next week, to endeavor to 
preserve the breaking out of war. 


Turks Attack City. 
London, June 12.—An 
official dis- 
patch from Mitylene, an island off the 
:oast of Asia Minor, gays that Turk- 
ish regulars with, machine guns and a 
force of Bash 1-Basouks today made an 
attack on the town of' Aivalik, on the 
coast of the mainland. As the -town 
is inhabited by 25,000 Greeks, a massa- 
cre is feared. 


CANNING COMPANIES 


GET SPECIAL RULES 


Wisconsin 
Industrial 
Commission 


Makes Concessions in Regard 


to Hours of Employment. 


[SPECIAL TO THE GA/.ETTK,] 


Madison, Wis., June 
12.—Well in 
advance of the opening of the pea can- 
ning season, the Industrial commis- 
sion has advised all Wisconsin 
pea 
packing companies 
for its new or- 
ders for the 
regulation of hours of 


employment for women. Two years 
of experience in 
dealing with 
this 
complex labor question has been of 
inestimable value to the commission. 
The department now has complete 
data on the tremendous importance 
of the industry, and also possesses 
complete records of experience on em- 
ployment of women and children. 
The pea canning industry means 
something like $6 000,000 a year 
to 
Wisconsin 
manufacturers. In 1913 
the total output of the eighty factor- 
ies was 3,088,75 cases, or 73,000,000 
cans Of peas. 
This represents about 


60 per cent if the total output in the 
United States. The area devoted to 
peas in 1913 was 
45,520 acres, and 
8,036 persons were employed in the 
canning operations. 
Of 
these 
em- 
ployes 2,688 were women, aud 43S 
were children between the ages of 
fourteen and sixteen. 
, The chief problem in the pea can- 
ning industry is the rapid and prompt 
handling of the freshly picked peas, 
in order that they may not have 
time to deteriorate before being seal- 
ed up in the tin cans. The indus- 
trial commission, by a special order, 
has provided for such contingencies, 
but has: so limited 
the operation of 
the 
order 
that no 
employer can 
stretch a point in order to employ 
women for excessive hours. 
In making the concessions for 1914, 
the commission first lays down the 
rule that no factory can take advant- 
age of these concessions unless the 
equipment is up to the high standard 
required bv the commission's • orders 
on safety and sanitation. During tlie 
rush season and in case of abnormal 
conditions 
brought about by 
break 
downs, 
bad 
weather 
or 
climatic 
changes, women engaged in canning 
may be employed not to exceed ]2 
hours each day, exclusive of meal 
times, but these 12-hour days are lim- 
ited to fifteen in the season. Employ- 
ers must provide fpr a period of rest 
of at least 9 consecutive hours from 
the end of work on any one day to 
the beginning of work on the next 
day.It is the intention of the commis- 
sion to have several members of the 
field force engaged in the inspection 
of pea canning factories. These in- 
spectors will have access to all the 
time records and their reports will 
be made direct to the commission. 
Fines for violations of law were col- 
lected last year from fifteen canning 
companies. 
The commission expects 
that the companies 
this year 
will 
avoid further prosecution.

Waupun, Wis., June 12.—Some sta- 
tistics regarding the use of alcohol 
gathered from an investigation of the 
[ives of 592 men who have been sent 
to the penitentiary at Waupun, are 
presented by Dr. Rock Sleyster, now 
superintendent of the 
hospital 
for 
criminal insane here. 


Dr. Sleyster summarizes the history 
of the 592 as follows: 


"Of this number, 217, or 36.8 per 
cent, were sons of drunken fathers. 


"Of this number, 239, or 44 per cent, 
were addicted to the' use of alcohol 
before reaching the age of IS. 
"Of this number, 311, or 52.5- per 
cent, habitually drank to excess. 


"Of this number, 57, or 9.6 per cent, 
were abstainers. 
"Of this number, 384, or 64.9 per 
cent, spent their evenings in saloons, 
at cheap shows or on the streets. 
Of 
these three attractions, the saloon was 
the best drawing card." 
Dr. Sleyster's statement also shown 
the record of 269 murderers regarding 
whom he made particular study. He 
found that in these cases alcohol was 
used to excess by 41,5 per cent and 
nearly half were under the influence 
of liquor when the crime, was com- 
mitted. 


"But, 
granting all this;" said Dr. 
Sleyster, "It is hardly fair to "charge 
all crime to John Barleycorn. 
A very 
near relative of his, degeneracy is at 
once father, brother and son.

Chance" to Reform Ways.— 


Bicycle Rider Fined. 


Sentence

nicipal Judge H. Li. Maxfleld on Mar- 
tin Gagan for sixty days, in court this 
morning, on the recommendation of 
Attorney John Cunningham. 
Gagan 
was given, as 
Judge 
Maxfleld ex- 
pressed, it, the last *hanca to make a 
man out of himself or to serve another 
term in state's prison.- 
District Attorney S. G. Dunwiddie 
motioned to amend the information 
in that the watches stolen by Gagan 
from the McCarty cafe were not of 
value enough to grant a charge of 
grand larceny against the defendant. 
This was. granted by Judge Maxfleld, 
and the charge changed to petty lar- 
ceny. 
Gagan then waived his exam- 
ination and entered a plea of guilty.

Some women think for themselves, 


but few have courage to live inde- 
pendently. Mrs. Oscar Callaway, the 
wife of Representative Callaway of 
Comanche, Texas, does both. She is 
one ot the few women 
for 
whom 


neither society nor politics holds any 
illusions. After four or five years of 
Washington life she could go back to 
her home town tomorrow, take vlp the 
conversation right where she left_of£ 
when she became 'a congressma's 
wife, and live happy ever after. This 
does not mean that Mrs. Callaway 
has not made many friends and true 
at the capital. She has. Nor that she 
does not feel all a normal woman's 
interest in afternoon teas and new 
fashions. She does, decidedly. 
"But," she says, "I am convinced 
that 
the happiest woman, and the 


woman who is the most helpful wife 
to the man in public life, is she who 
keeps to perfectly sane standards of 
living. Not other people's standards, 
mind you, but her own. 
You will 
probably smile when I give you my 
idea of a successful career in Wash- 
ington. It is this: If a man 
and 
woman in public life here live so that 
they can go back home any day and 
be content there on small means and 
with the old simple standards of i'v- 
ing, why that man. and woman have 
achieved success in the highest sense 
of the word. They have conquered 
circumstances and environment. They 
have laid the best possible foundation 
for success in public life, which pre- 
supposes an ability to think and de- 
sire to serve, and for success in the 
private walks of life as well." 
These are the convictions of the 
woman who has been always more or 
less in contact with the real things of 


life. Mrs. Callaway remembers how,

David S. Houston, .who is now secre- 
tary of agriculture. Mrs. Callaway is 
an enthusiastic advocate of co-educa- 
tion. 


"I never understand,". she 
says, 
"the old, old objection that It puts 
love and marriage into the heads of 
the students. What if it does? Are 
they not the two best things in life for 
any young 
man and 
any young 
woman?" 


Mrs. Callaway has one accomplisn"- 
ment which, it is safe to say, not one 
congressman's wife in ten would find 
time to acquire during a season in 
Washington. 
She is expert at short- 
hand and typewriting, both of which 
she learned with, remarkable eas'e, in 
order to surprise her husband when 
he returned from a three weeks' busi- 
ness trip away from Washington. Her 
proficiency in these has enabled her 
to be of great assistance to him in his 
work.

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ECONOMICAL MEAT DISHES. 


Heat pies are ordinarily baked In a 


fairly deep dish, the sides of which 
may or may not be lined with dough. 
The cooked meat, cut into small 
pieces, is put into the dish, sometimes 
with small pieces of vegetables, a 
gravy Is poured over the meat, tie 
dish is covered with a layer of dough, 
and then baked. Most commonly the 
dough Is like that used for soda or 
cream of tartar biscuit, but sometimes 
shortened pastry dough, such as Is. 
made for pies, is used. This is espe- 
cially the case in the fancy individual 
dishes usually called patties. Occa- 
sionally the pie Is covered with a 
potato crust, in which case the meat 
is put directly into the dish without 
lining the latter. Any kind of meat, 
or several kinds In combination, may 
be used for pies. 


If plea are made from raw meat 


and vegetables longer cooking la 
needed than otherwise, and in such, 
cases it is well to cover the dish with, 
a plate, cook until the pie is nearly 
done, then, remove the plate, add the 
crust, and return to the oven until 
the crust ia lightly brown. 
Many 


cocks insist on piercing holes In the 
top crust of a meat pie directly It is 
taken from the oven. 


Twelve o'clock pie is made -with 


-shoulder of mutton, boiled with carrot 
and onion, then cut up, mixed with 
'potatoes separately boiled and cat up, 
and put into a baking dish. The crust 
la made by mixing smoothly mashed 
ipotatoes to which a. tablespoonful of 
(shortening1 has been 
added, with 


aiough. flour and water to make them 
oll out easily. A pie made of a pound 
f meat wth require five or six small 
illed potatoes, a cupful of mashed 


potatoes, ami eight or ten tablespoon- 
fuls of ftotrr, and should be baked 
about 20 mioutea in a hot oven. Salt, 
pepper, and other seasoning, as onion 
and carrot, may be added to taste. 
A teaspoonful 
of baking 
powder 


makes the crust lighter.

Cook this until tender, also 
cook a few potatoes, carrots, turnips 
and rice. Remove the meat from the 
bones, and either brown it in butter 
or slice and lay on the platter with 
the vegetables around it. Have the 
carrots and turnips cut in dice. Serve 
rice as a dessert, with a hard sauce 
or sugar and cream. 


On Tuesday, make a vegetable soup, 


using the stock from the meat of the 
day before and the vegetables put 
through a sieve. The rice that is left 
over may be served as an escalloped 
dish with cheese and a white sauce. 


For Wednesday, a few pork chops 


baked, with sliced potatoes, makes a 
most appetizing dish and one which 
is easy to prepare. 
; 


On Thursday, make a hash of the 


left-over meat of the flrst of the week, 
and bake it with mashed potatoes over 
the top of the loaf. Slice and serve 
as a loaf. Have escalloped corn for a 
vegetable. 


On Friday, have flsh boiled and 


served with a lemon sauce. Baked po- 
tatoes and a steamed pudding with 
egg sauce. 


On Saturday, which is baking dar 


In most homes, a nice dish may be 
prepared with little watching, is a 
mutton stew with peas.
